To destroy greedy tyranLs 
with plans of world domination we cannot 
continue In successive generations to sacri- 
fice our finest youth. In the name of human 
decency and civilization, a more rational 
method of deciding national differences must 
and will bo found."

Proves Highly Effective

Britbh rationing, because ot lis 
Incluslvenecs and atrlct enforcement, 
la highly offecllve. The BrIlLih 
ministry ot food. In cooperation with 
other Bovoriwient agencies, controls 
major food products from tho time 
they leave the farm or tho foreign 
country that produces them. 

That's tho report of Annette M, 
Snapper, director of consumer re- 
search tor Pabat company, who has 
Juat returned from her second tour 
of the British Isles, sixmsored by the 
Drltlah ministry ot Information, 
Meat Owned by Ministry 
"Pood man'utati.tiTlnB, proceialng, 
transport end distribution arc all 
controlled," Mla.i Snapper adds. 
'■However, there are degree.'! of con- 
trol. All meat Is owned by the min- 
istry until It reaches the retailer, 
and all Imported wheal and flour 
are ministry property. But BrltLih 
wheat, remains privately (wucd, 
PVe.^i flah Is also privately owned, 
but distribution la regulated. Bread 
and potatoes aro not rationed." 

"Depending on the season, adults 
are allowed between too and tour 
pints of milk a week," Mlsa Snapper 
says. "Children under S Bd "cv 
pints, expectant mothers seven pit 
ol priority milk and seven pints o( 
n on- priority tullk. Unhke the Amer- 
ican abundant supply, eggs arr 
scarce but all Infants between 0 and 
IS months old get three a week. 
Whenever a retailer recelvei 
oranges, tor the first five days hi 
sella them only tor children and 
expectant mothers." 

"If you take your meals 
taiiranU and hotels,' Mlsa Snapper 
explains, "the limit la ihree courses. 
Five ihllllnga (about a dollar) la the 
top price tor a restaurant meal, 
cepl for places with big overhead 
expenses, which are permitted to 
add k cover ehargt. In to-callta 
'British restaurants' 30 cents will 
get you boot slew, carrota, potatoes, 
apple turnover and coffee. London 
reitauranls close at midnight— al II 
p. m, anywhere else in Britain."
